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CURRENCY  IN  NIGERIA.

At  the  end  of  the  nineteenth  century  Nigeria  was  known  as  Lagos,  Southern 
Nigeria  and  Northern  Nigeria.  In  most  parts  of  the  territory  the  main  form  of 
exchange  was  barter  in  the  shape  of  bottles  of  gin,  brass  rods,  cowrie  shells  and 
slaves.  In  1894,  the  Bank  of  British  West  Africa  (now  Bank  of  West  Africa) 
opened  a  branch  at  Lagos  and  by  the  end  of  1920  had  established  branches  in  all 
the  main  towns.  The  introduction  of  a  British  bank  encouraged  the  European 
traders  who  carried  on  business  in  cocoa,  palm  kernels  and  oil,  groundnuts,  cotton 
and  tin.  It  also  organized  the  importation  and  exportation  of  coinage.  In  Lagos 
and  other  large  towns  the  principal  form  of  currency  was  British  silver  coin.  There 
was,  however,  no  uniformity.  In  neighbouring  Gambia  and  Sierra  Leone,  the 
French  five  franc  piece  circulated,  whilst  in  Gold  Coast  and  Southern  Nigeria 
United  States  eagles  and  doubloons  were  current.  At  Kano,  Northern  Nigeria, 
the  Hausa  traders  favoured  the  Maria  Theresa  dollar  and  it  is  still  in  fairly  common 
use  today.  Gold  was  not  very  popular  with  the  Nigerians  and  they  also  had  a 
preference  for  newly  minted  coins. 

In  Lagos,  where  the  use  of  coinage  was  farthest  advanced,  nearly  all  the  trade 
was  conducted  with  money  by  1897;  the  dominant  type  being  English  silver.  The 
use  of  coinage  gradually  spread  to  the  other  towns  of  Nigeria  but  even  as  late  as 
1918  cowries,  gin  bottles,  and  brass  rods  were  still  used  for  trade  in  the  Northern  area. 
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Silver  was  imported  into  West  Africa  from  the  Royal  Mint  as  early  as  1886  and 
up  to  1897,  when  the  Bank  of  British  West  Africa  obtained  permission  from  the 
Colonial  Office  to  import  coinage  into  Nigeria.  The  Mint  sent  the  following

In  the  year  1898,  the  Bank  of  British  WTest  Africa  shipped  £309,250  of  new  silver 
coin  to  West  Africa.  The  profit  on  such  shipments  was  very  large;  so  much  so 
that  in  1897  the  Governor  of  Lagos  wrote  to  the  British  Government: — 

.  .  the  annual  absorption  of  silver  coin  in  this  colony  can  be  taken  roughly 
to  be  at  present  £80,000.  A  large  pro-portion  of  the  coins  imported  find  their 
way  into  the  interior  by  way  of  trade  and  never  reappear.  Some  are  buried, 
some  are  melted  down  for  jewellery,  bangles,  etc. 

“  As  these  coins  are  of  the  same  weight  and  fineness  as  when  the  market 
price  of  silver  was  60  pence  per  ounce,  it  does  not  require  any  close  calculation 
to  see  what  a  large  annual  profit  is  being  derived  by  Her  Majesty’s  Mint  by  their 
manufacturing  this  silver  for  local  absorption  when  the  market  price  stands  at 
28  pence. 

“  I  respectfully  claim  on  behalf  of  this  colony  that  we  should  at  least  be  allowed 
to  participate  in  the  profit.” 

The  proposal  that  a  colony  should  be  allowed  to  share  in  the  seignorage  profits 
had  already  been  made  by  the  West  Indian  territories  in  1891  but  it  was  rejected 
because  of  the  temporary  high  price  of  silver.  The  Colonial  Office  also  suggested 
to  the  Treasury  that  if  Nigeria  were  allowed  to  have  this  profit,  the  annual  grant 
paid  by  the  Government  would  be  reduced  accordingly.  The  Treasury  refused  to 
accede  to  the  requests  and  the  Bank  of  British  West  Africa  was  authorised  to  be 
responsible  for  the  supply  of  coinage  to  Nigeria.  Silver  imports  into  West  Africa 
by  the  Bank  for  the  years  1899-1900  averaged  £380,000,  but  in  1901  it  dropped  to 
£154,730  and  in  1902  the  Governor  of  Lagos  dropped  his  campaign  for  the  present. 
He  did,  however,  promise  to  give  further  consideration  to  the  need  for  a  subsidiary 
currency  for  values  below  threepence;  manufactured  of  some  metal  other  than 
bronze  which  the  Nigerians  disliked.  Within  the  next  few  years  nickel  coins  of 
one  penny,  half-penny  and  tenth-penny  denominations  were  introduced.  In  1904 
steps  were  taken  to  prevent  the  importation  of  further  Maria  Theresa  dollars  into 
the  North,  and  later  manillas,  brass  and  copper  rods  and  wire  were  demonetized 
in  the  South.  In  1906  £506,600  of  silver  was  imported  into  West  Africa  and  by 
1910  it  had  reached  £1,259,450. 

In  1911  the  Emmott  Committee  of  Inquiry  met  for  five  months  to  decide 
among  other  things,  whether  a  special  silver  coinage  common  to  all  British  West 
African  territories  and  a  joint  note  issue,  were  desirable.  At  this  time  the  following 
were  legal  tender: — 

1.  All  British  gold,  silver  and  bronze  coins 

2.  Certain  French,  Spanish  and  United  States  gold  coins,  in  Southern  Nigeria 
only 

3.  Nickel  bronze  penny,  half-penny  and  tenth-penny 
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The  Western  Province  and  Lagos  traded  almost  wholly  with  coin,  but  in  Eastern 
and  Central  Provinces  barter  trade  was  still  important  and  native  currencies  were 
still  commonly  used,  although  they  had  ceased  to  be  legal  tender.  The  Bank  of 
British  West  Africa  retained  its  monopoly  with  regard  to  the  import  of  silver  with 
the  exception  of  Northern  Nigeria  where  the  Crown  Agents  were  importers,  but 
they  brought  in  only  sufficient  money  for  their  own  particular  needs. 

As  a  result  of  the  Emmot  Committee  findings  the  West  African  Currency  Board 
was  established  in  1912  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  one  uniform  currency  throughout 
the  West  African  colonies.  The  short-lived  African  Banking  Corporation  and  also 
the  Bank  of  British  West  Africa  had,  in  the  past,  issued  their  own  notes  in  Nigeria 
but  these  did  not  circulate  outside  large  towns.  In  1916  notes  of  £ 5 ,  £1, 
ten  shillings,  two  shillings  and  one  shilling  were  made  legal  tender  although  it  was 
not  until  1919  that  all  denominations  had  been  issued.  Because  of  the  shortage  of 
silver,  the  Nigerian  Government  issued  temporary  notes  of  twenty  shillings,  ten 
shillings  and  one  shilling  in  1918.  These  notes  disappeared  from  circulation  when 
the  West  African  Currency  Board  issue  was  complete.  When  the  Board's  notes 
were  first  issued  they  were  backed  in  Lagos  by  silver  coin  of  one  hundred  per  cent., 
and  this  full  cover  was  maintained  until  1920.  In  1937  the  crop  prices  rose  suddenly 
and  there  was  a  shortage  of  notes.  The  British  bank  notes  were  made  legal  tender 
in  Nigeria  and  two  and  a  half  million  pounds  worth  of  them  were  sent  to  the  colony. 

With  the  coming  of  independence  Nigeria  has  taken  over  the  issue  of  its  own 
notes  and  coins.  Notes  have  never  been  popular  in  Africa  and  in  some  Nigerian 
towns  a  £1  Currency  Board  note  would  fetch  only  twelve  shillings.  Even  in  the 
last  ten  years  or  so,  in  towns  with  no  bank,  notes  were  at  a  discount  of  between 
five  and  twelve  per  cent.  The  coin  and  note  issues  in  Nigeria  from  the  introduction 
of  a  currency  system  to  the  present  day  are  as  follows : —

6.  A  New  Recoinage  Cycle — Autumn  1302- February  1327 

Initially  this  period  was  one  of  great  activity  and  high  output.  In  fact,  the  re¬ 
coinage  had  started  in  1300  with  the  pence  of  Fox  Group  IXb;  after  a  period  of 
very  high  output  in  that  year  and  in  1301  activity  decreased  somewhat  and  in  1302 
the  pence  underwent  a  complete  change  in  style.  These  markedly  different  pence 
were  designated  by  the  Fox  Brothers  as  Group  Xa  and  they  were  able  to  date  their 
introduction  to  the  summer  of  1302.  Following  this  date  output  built  up  again 
and  remained  at  a  high  level  until  approximately  1311  after  which  it  diminished 
considerably. 

In  considering  the  minor  denominations  the  date  of  the  change  of  design — 
1302 — is  chosen  for  the  commencement  of  the  sixth  period  rather  than  the  initiation 
of  the  recoinage  in  1 300.  This  is  because  the  halfpence  and  farthings  of  immediately 
before  1300  cannot  at  present  be  distinguished  from  those  struck  between  then  and 
1302.  The  minor  coins  of  1302  however  quite  clearly  reflect  the  major  changes  in 
style  on  the  pence  that  occurred  in  that  year  and  can  thus  readily  be  distinguished 
from  those  preceding. 

Farthings  were  struck  in  large  quantities  between  1302  and  1306.  Thereafter 
output  was  reduced  but  still  remained  at  a  fairly  high  level  until  1317  in  which  year 
there  was  an  exceptionally  large  production.  After  1317  output  continued  at  a  much 
reduced  but  still  significant  level  until  the  end  of  the  period,  1327.  Total  output  of 
farthings  during  this  sixth  period  was  around  13  million  coins  of  which  about  half 
were  struck  between  1302  and  1309  inclusive. 

As  may  be  expected  from  the  above,  farthings  corresponding  to  Fox  Group  X 
are  the  commonest  variety.  Unfortunately  only  a  very  few  coins  can  be  attributed 
to  the  later  Fox  Groups.  The  only  means  of  doing  this  is  by  comparison  with  the 
penny  series.  Only  a  few  distinctive  features  of  the  pence  are  carried  down  to  the 
farthings  and  no  finds  of  farthings  appear  to  have  been  recorded  in  a  chronologically 
informative  context. 

All  we  can  do  at  this  stage,  therefore,  is  to  record  the  varieties  noted  and  to 
suggest  features  which  may  locate  them  in  the  correct  order.  It  is  stressed  that  the 
evidence  on  which  this  has  been  done  is  far  from  conclusive  and  more  is  badly 
needed. 

Subject  to  the  reservations  already  made,  a  tentative  attribution  of  some  of 
these  farthings  to  the  periods  of  the  pence  of  Fox  Groups  X,  XI  and  XIII  can  be 
made.  It  will  be  noted  that  these  three  groups  coincide  with  the  dates  of  the  main 
production  of  farthings  in  this  period  e.g.,  1302  to  1309  and  1314  to  1317,  peaking 
at  the  latter  date.  The  coins  can  be  described  as  follows : 

1 .  Relative  to  Fox  Group  X ;  legends  edwardvs  rex  or  edwardvs  rex  a,  some¬ 
times  with  a  colon  at  the  end  of  the  obverse  legend.  Letter  N  with  a  narrow  waist 
(Fig.  12)  and  occasionally  unbarred,  tail  of  letter  R  sometimes  curved  with  a  foot 
(Fig.  13). 

2.  Relative  to  Fox  Group  XI;  legends  edwardvs  rex  or  edwardvs  rex  an  or 
ang,  letter  E  with  an  angular  back  (Fig.  14),  letter  N  very  square  (Fig.  15). 

3.  Relative  to  Fox  Group  XIII;  legend  edwardvs  rex,  letter  E  with  cross  bar 
added  separately  (Fig.  16).  Initial  cross  very  like  that  used  on  pence  of  Fox  Group 
XIII  and  early  XIV.  Unbarred  ns  on  the  reverse. 
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All  halfpence  seen  by  the  writer  that  belong  to  the  sixth  period  appear  to  relate 
stylistically  to  the  pence  of  Fox  Group  X.  It  is  thus  difficult  to  separate  them 
from  the  period  1302  to  1310.  However,  although  output  of  halfpence  was  low  in 
the  years  following  1311  there  was  a  brief  burst  of  activity  in  1315 — 20  from  which 
one  would  expect  to  find  survivors.  Those  years  coincide  roughly  with  the  issue 
of  pence  of  Fox  Groups  XIII  and  XIV  but  no  halfpence  have  so  far  turned  up  which 
possess  features  in  common  with  those  pence. 

A  clue  that  the  stylistic  relation  between  the  halfpence  and  the  pence  may  not 
be  entirely  synchronous  with  the  chronological  relationship  is  provided  by  the  mint 
of  Berwick.  This  mint  falls  into  step  with  that  of  London  in  respect  of  one  group  of 
the  pence  only — Fox  Group  XI  of  London  and  Blunt  Group  V  of  Berwick.  The 
Berwick  halfpence  which  are  inescapably  associated  with  the  pence — by  a  colon  in 
the  reverse  legend  and  a  general  style  aligned  with  that  of  a  London  issue — are  far 
more  akin  in  style  with  the  pence  of  Fox  Group  X  than  with  those  of  Group  XI 
and  they  are  exactly  of  the  same  style  as  the  London  halfpence.  From  this  we  may 
deduce  that  the  known  London  halfpence  may  have  been  struck  after  1310  as  well 
as  before  that  date.  At  present,  unhappily,  we  cannot  say  how  long  after.  It  is 
difficult  to  accept  that  the  dies  of  Fox  Group  X  could  have  survived  to  supply  the 
whole  needs  of  the  later  period.  There  is  thus  every  hope  that  new  specimens 
will  turn  up.

Apart  from  general  similarity  of  style  the  halfpence  of  the  sixth  period  are  readily 
distinguished  from  those  preceding  by  changes  in  the  legend.  There  are  two  main 
forms  of  this : 

1.  EDWAR  R’  ANGL  DNS  hYB 

2.  ED  WARD  VS  REX  A  (or  AN,  Or  ANG,  Or  ANGL,  Or  ANGLl). 

the  first  of  these  is  thought  to  be  the  earlier,  mainlv  on  grounds  of  similarity  of  letter¬ 
ing  and  style  associated  with  the  earlier  pence  of  Fox  Group  X.  The  crown  usually 
remains  trifoliate,  letter  N  is  sometimes  unbarred  on  the  obverse  and  letter  A  is 
invariably  unbarred.  The  Berwick  coin  referred  to  above  is  of  the  second  type, 
the  spelling  of  the  last  word  being  an.

LASCARIS  AND  HIS  COUNTERMARKED  COPPER 

4  AND  2  TARI  PIECES,

Fra  Jean  Paul  Lascaris  Castellar  reigned  over  Malta  for  twenty  one  years.  During 
his  Grandmastership  he  had  to  face  the  troubles  and  intrigue  of  “  foreign  affairs.” 
It  was  indeed  very  difficult  for  him  to  keep  a  strict  neutrality  between  France  and 
Spain  who  at  the  time  of  his  accession  to  the  throne  were  at  war. 

Due  to  the  open  support  of  the  French  Knights  to  the  cause  of  France,  the 
Viceroy  of  Sicily  had  withheld  the  supply  of  grain  from  Sicily  at  a  time  when  the 
island  was  faced  with  famine.  This  drastic  measure  was  withdrawn  when  Lascaris 
ordered  his  Knights  to  open  fire  on  a  French  galley  which  had  taken  refuge  in 
Marsamxett  harbour  after  an  encounter  with  the  Spanish. 

The  King  of  France  then  threatened  to  sieze  the  lands  of  the  Order  within  his 
domain.  Lascaris  had  great  difficulty  in  convincing  the  French  of  his  neutrality 
but  aided  by  the  French  Secretary  of  State  whose  son  was  received  in  the  Order  he 
managed  to  make  peace  once  more  with  France. 

The  successful  naval  encounters  of  1638  and  1640  against  the  Turkish  fleet 
roused  the  anger  of  Sultan  Ibrahim  who  threatened  to  overrun  Malta.  The  Grand¬ 
master  immediately  took  steps  to  resist  such  an  invasion  by  strengthening  the 
existing  defences  and  building  new  ones  at  Floriana  and  increased  his  army  by 
enlisting  foreign  troops. 

All  these  measures  entailed  large  sums  of  money  which  he  could  ill  afford  from 
an  already  depleted  Treasury.  It  was  difficult  for  Lascaris  to  raise  the  necessary 
funds  and  La  Vallette’s  expedient  of  coining  brass  tokens  to  replace  the  silver 
currency  was  finally  resorted  to — hence  the  recoining  of  the  copper  four  and  two 
tari  pieces.

These  two  coins  bear  the  same  inscription  as  that  on  La  Vallette’s  coins — Non 
Aes  Sed  Fides  (Not  Money  but  Trust).  They  also  bear  the  same  device  of  two 
joined  hands  on  the  reverse. 


Lascaris  minted  so  many  of  these  coins  that  they  were  to  become  the  continual 
worry  of  every  subsequent  Grandmaster  so  much  so  that  it  was  never  found  possible 
to  do  away  with  these  two  denominations.  They  were  also  to  become  the  forger’s 
pet  coin. 

The  countermarks  which  appear  on  these  two  coins  of  Lascaris  and  of  the 
earlier  Grandmasters  (La  Vallette,  1557-1568;  Del  Monte,  1568-1572;  and  Verdala, 
1582-1595)  apart  from  denoting  the  ebb  and  flow  of  the  Order’s  Treasury  were 
invariably  intended  as  an  expedient  against  a  whole  series  of  forgeries  carried  out 
between  1636  and  1797  both  in  Malta  and  Messina. 

In  spite  of  continual  precautions  and  the  imposition  of  heavy  fines  and  penalties 
ranging  from  imprisonment  to  exile,  these  counterfeit  copper  four  and  two  Tari 
pieces  kept  on  appearing  from  time  to  time. 

One  countermark  by  a  previous  Grandmaster  was  not  enough.  In  fact  two 
Grandmasters,  Pinto  and  De  Rohan,  had  to  countermark  these  two  copper  denomina¬ 
tions  twice  with  different  marks,  the  former  with  a  “  crowned  crescent  ”  and  a 
“  monogramed  m.a.”  and  the  latter  with  a  “  crowned  mascle  ”  and  the  “  paschal 
lamb  bearing  the  banner  of  the  Order.” 


The  following  eight  countermarks  often  appear  on  these  two  denominations: 

A  double  headed  eagle:  Countermarked  by  Fra  Jean  Paul  Lascaris  Castellar  (1636- 
1657)  in  accordance  with  an  edict  published  on  the  28th  May,  1646.

Head  of  the  Baptist:  Countermarked  by  Fra  Rafael  Cotoner  (1660-1663  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  an  edict  published  on  the  19th  April,  1662.  (MS.  149  (P.  86-87)  and 
No.  738  (p.  289)).

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Crowned  Star:  Countermarked  by  Fra  Don  Ramon  Despuig  (1736-1741)  in 
accordance  with  an  edict  published  on  the  13th  December,  1740.  (MS  429 
P.  111). 

This  is  not  a  common  countermark  as  this  Grandmaster  died  shortly  after  the 
publication  of  this  edict. 

Crowned  Crescent:  Countermarked  by  Fra  Emanuele  Pinto  de  Fonseca  (1741-1772) 
in  accordance  with  an  edict  of  the  31st  January,  1741.  (MS.  No.  429.  P.  118). 

Monogram  M.A. :  Also  countermarked  by  Pinto  in  accordance  with  the  edict  of  the 
30th  May,  1766.  (MS.  429.  P.  44). 

Crowned  mascle:  Countermarked  by  Fra  Emanuel  De  Rohan  Poldhuc  (1775-1797) 
in  accordance  with  two  edicts  and  published  on  the  19th  June,  1777.  (MS.  429 
(1772-1779).  P.  219  and  on  the  10th  January,  1778.  MS.  429.  P.  24). 

Paschal  lamb  bearing  the  banner  of  the  Order:  Also  countermarked  by  De  Rohan 
and  not  Perellos  as  stated  by  Calleja  Schembri  and  Pisani  in  accordance  with  an 
edict  published  on  the  17th  July,  1792  and  further  proroged  on  the  29th  October 
of  the  same  year.  (MS.  429.  P.  226  and  231  and  MS.  435). 

Both  Canon  Calleja  Schembri  ( Coins  and  Medals  of  the  Kiiights  of  Malta ,  London, 
1908,  1910)  and  S.  L.  Pisani  ( Medagliere  di  Malta  Gozo ,  Malta,  1896)  erroneously 
state  that  countermark  bearing  the  “  paschal  lamb  ”  with  the  banner  of  the  Order 
was  stamped  during  the  reign  of  Perellos  (1697-1720).  No  edicts  ordering  the 
stamping  of  countermarks  are  to  be  found  in  MS.  641  at  the  Royal  Malta  Library 
which  contains  all  the  “  Bandos  ”  (edicts)  issued  during  his  reign. 

Cristoforo  D ’Avalos  in  his  Tableau  historique  physique ,  moral  de  Malte  e  des  ses 
habitants  etc.  (Paris,  1820),  says  that  in  1792,  fifteen  years  later  than  when  the 
“  crowned  mascle  ”  countermark  appeared,  a  great  quantity  of  counterfeit  4  and  2 
Tari  pieces,  hardly  recognizable  from  the  legal  ones  due  to  the  ability  of  the  forger, 
had  appeared  in  circulation.  He  further  states  that  a  member  of  the  Order — a 
Knight— who  was  later  proved  to  be  the  forger  was  expelled  from  the  Order  and 
thrown  in  the  Prison  of  St.  Elmo  in  Valletta. 

This  story  is  not  to  be  doubted.  In  fact  De  Rohan  had  taken  the  necessary  steps 
to  countermark  for  a  second  time  with  “  a  psachal  lamb  ”  both  the  4  and  2  Tari 
pieces  in  circulation  at  the  time.  The  “  Bando  ”  issued  on  the  17th  July,  1792 
(R.M.L.  MS.  429  (1784-1794.  P.  226)  states  that  all  copper  4  and  2  Tari  pieces 
were  to  be  returned  to  the  mint  for  countermarking  within  two  months  as  from  that 
date.  A  further  edict  to  this  effect  was  again  published  on  the  29th  October,  1792. 
(MS.  429.  P.  231)  MS.  435  further  confirms  that  the  paschal  lamb  was  countermarked 
by  De  Rohan  and  not  Perellos.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

British  Coins  in  America. — I  read  with  much  interest  in  the  February  Bulletin,  Mr.  A. 
Richardson’s  expression  of  regret  over  the  increasing  prices  of  English  coins  and  over  their 
export  to  America.  He  has  my  sympathy  for  I  suspect  my  reaction  would  be  about  the  same 
if  I  were  in  his  shoes.  In  fact,  as  a  collector  of  English  coins,  I  rue  with  him  the  late  rapid 
rise  in  prices. 

Mr.  Donald  Ryan,  in  the  March  Bulletin,  made  some  pertinent  and  valid  comments. 
But  there  are  one  or  two  other  thoughts  that  might  be  added. 

Some  of  the  finest  collections  of  Greek  and  Roman  coins  have  been  assembled  by  English¬ 
men.  They  devoted  themselves  (and  their  money)  to  the  acquisition  and  study  of  these  coins 
from  other  countries  because  they  were  not  only  numismatically  interesting  and  attractive 
but  also  because  they  form  a  part  of  the  cultural  background  of  England  and  Englishmen. 
I  am  sure  that  modern  Greeks  and  Latins  must  have  complained  at  one  time  or  another  that 
the  rich  Britons  were  buying  away  from  them  their  heritage  of  coins  and  other  cultural  treasures. 
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The  United  States  is  a  direct  descendant  of  England.  The  original  settlement  was  almost 
wholly  by  Englishmen.  And  even  today  a  very  large  fraction  of  the  population  traces  its 
ancestry  to  the  many  Britons  who  have  migrated  to  America  over  the  last  three  hundred  and 
fifty  years.  In  fact  I  am  one  of  them  whose  family  came  almost  that  long  ago.  I  feel  very 
strongly  that  the  long  years  of  British  history,  from  the  Iron  Age  hut  circle  dwellers  to  the 
builders  of  modern  England,  belong  to  irxe  as  much  as  to  any  Kentish,  Cornish  or  Yorkshire 
man,  even  though  I  happen  to  live  in  New  England.  I  would  indeed  feel  robbed  of  a  birth¬ 
right  if  I  were  forbidden  to  collect  English  coins. 

Perhaps  Mr.  Richardson  will  find  a  prize  coin  at  a  reasonable  price  in  the  near  future  which 
will  relieve  his  unhappiness.  We  hope  that  he  will  then  be  able  to  think  the  whole  matter  over 
carefully  and  find  that  we  Americans  are  only  joining  him  in  the  fascinating  study  of  our 
common  background.  We  hope  that  he  gets  as  much  pleasure  and  pride  from  it  as  we  do. — 
C.  K.  Bump. 

A  Rare  Onza  of  Seville.  I  write  in  the  hope  that  some  of  your  readers  will  be  able  to 
cast  some  light  on  a  coin  which  I  have  failed  to  trace  in  any  of  the  standard  works  of  reference. 
The  coin  is  a  Spanish  S  Escudo  piece  of  Philip  V  from  the  Seville  mint.  It  corresponds  to 
Type  XIII  of  this  series  as  classified  by  L.  L.opez-Chaves  in  “  Catalogo  de  la  Onza  Espanola,” 
and  bears  the  initial  “  M  ”  of  the  assayer  Manuel  Manso. 

The  date  of  the  coin  is,  however,  1719,  although  the  last  recorded  date  in  this  series  from 
the  Seville  mint  and  bearing  the  initial  of  Manuel  Manso  would  appear  to  be  1718.  Further¬ 
more,  the  year  1719  not  only  commences  the  Type  XIV  series  according  to  Lopez-Chaves, 
but  from  this  date  until  1726,  this  series  bears  the  initial  “  j  ”  of  the  assayer  Jose  Garcia 
Caballero.  ♦. 

I  would  appreciate  learning  whether  there  are  in  existence  any  other  coins  similar  to  the 
one  described  above. — C.  G.  Gaggero. 

The  Suppression  of  Tokens.  The  following,  from  a  now  rare  book  called  The  Fraser 
Chronicles ,  by  Master  James  Fraser,  minister  of  Wardlaw  Parish,  1666-1709,  may  be  of  interest, 
even  if  inaccurate: 

“  1674  (1672)  ...  At  this  time  his  Majesty  causd  a  new  sort  of  brass  halfpence  and  farthings 
to  be  coind  and  to  pass  current  through  all  England,  minted  in  the  Tower,  and  issued 
forth  a  proclamation  for  the  suppression  of  the  particular  farthings  and  halfpence  of 
privat  shopkeepers  ...  so  that  now  one  coin  of  brass  passes  all  England  over.  I  remember, 
anno  1660,  when  I  was  at  London,  the  constables  appointed  one  in  every  lane  and  street  in 
the  city  to  coin  farthings  with  his  own  name  on  it;  and  they  bought  thus  priveledge,  so 
that  the  brasse  monv  which  passed  in  one  street  did  not  in  another.” 

Wardlaw  (or  Kirkhill)  Parish  was  close  to  Inverness  — A.  A.  Waugh. 

Minotaur  Medals.  I  see  in  the  May  issue  that  Commander  Phipps  Hornby  has  raised  a 
query  regarding  the  numbers  of  medals  for  Agincourt,  Minotaur  and  Northumberland. 
There  was  a  mistake,  the  figure  for  Minotaur  should  be  690.  Northumberland  was  the 
Flagship  and  had  also  brought  the  Marine  Battalion  from  England  so  this  may  account  for  the 
larger  number  of  medals  to  the  ship. — W.  A.  Morgan. 

A  Rare  Epaticcus  from  Goring.  A  Belgic  coin  found  recently  at  Goring-on-Thames. 
Oxfordshire,  has  been  identified  as  only  the  second  of  its  type  known.  It  is  a  silver  coin  of 
Epaticcus,  dating  from  the  first  half  of  the  first  century  a.d.  The  new  coin  has  now  been 
bought  by  Reading  Museum. 

It  was  discovered  by  Mr.  K.  V.  Wells  in  his  garden  in  Gatehampton  Road,  and  taken  to 
Reading  Museum  for  identification.  The  coin  is  in  very  good  condition,  and  shows  on  one 
side,  with  the  legend  tas  CIO  v,  a  seated,  half-draped  winged  figure,  holding  a  wreath,  and  on 
the  other  a  running  boar  below  a  tree,  with  the  legend  epat.  It  is  about  fin.  in  diameter. 

Epaticcus  was  the  son  of  Tasciovanus,  and  brother  of  Cunobelinus,  the  powerful  ruler  of 
the  Catuvellauni  (c.  a.d.  10-41).  Little  is  known  of  Epaticcus,  except  that  during  the  latter 
part  of  his  brother’s  reign  he  ruled  over  the  territory  south  of  the  Middle  Thames  around 
Winchester  and  Silchester,  which  the  Catuvellauni  took  from  the  Atrebatcs,  and  he  may 
himself  have  been  responsible  for  the  conquest  of  these  regions,  about  a.d.  25. 

The  new  coin  is  in  better  condition  than  the  only  previous  one,  which  was  found  during 
Mrs.  E.  M.  Clifford’s  excavations  at  Bagendon,  Gloucestershire,  in  1954-56,  and  which  is 
now  in  the  British  Museum.  Bagendon  was  shown  to  be  a  major  Belgic  oppidum,  the  tribal 
capital  of  the  Dobunni.  The  find  there  of  the  coin  of  Epaticcus  was  one  item  in  an  impressive 
collection  of  new  evidence  which  suggested  that  the  Dobunni  were  firm  allies  of  Cunobelin.

A  further  expedition  to  follow  the  course  of  the  River  Nile  was  launched  in  1884, 
and  for  these  operations  the  bars  the  Nile  1884-85 — abu  klea  and  kirbekan  were 
given  and  the  date  on  the  Khedive’s  star  was  altered  to  1884-86.  A  River  Flotilla 
consisting  of  335  Officers  and  Seamen  of  the  Royal  Navy  received  the  bar  the  Nile 
1884-85  and  of  these  130  already  held  the  1882  medal  with  the  bar  Alexandria 
11th  July — 13  held  the  1882  medal  with  the  bar  tel-el-kebir  and  2  held  the  1884 
medal  with  the  bar  el-teb/tamaai. 

Of  the  Nile  Contingent  53  received  the  additional  bar  abu  klea  and  12  the  bar 
kirbekan.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  bar  the  Nile  1884-85  was  given  to  an 
Acting  Lieutenant  in  the  Royal  Navy,  who  in  peacetime  was  an  Officer  of  the 
Middlesex  Yeomanry  Cavalry — the  granting  of  the  Acting  Rank  was  made  after  all 
the  Naval  Officers  except  two  had  been  killed  or  rendered  inactive  by  wounds. 

Of  the  Seamen  who  received  the  bars  the  Nile  1884-85  and  abu  klea,  25  held 
the  1882  medal  with  the  bar  Alexandria  11th  July. 

The  Royal  Marine  Contingent  on  the  Nile  received  197  medals — 105  with  the 
bar  the  Nile  1884-85  and  92  with  the  additional  bar  abu  klea.  Of  the  197,  thirteen 
held  the  Egyptian  Medal: 

9  the  1882  medal  and  bar  tel-ei-kebir. 

1  the  1884  medal  and  bar  tamaai. 

1  the  1884  medal  and  bar  el-teb. 

2  the  1882  medal  and  bar  Alexandria  11th  July. 

As  the  Forces  of  the  Madhi  were  still  causing  trouble  in  the  Eastern  Sudan 
further  operations  were  engaged  in  in  1885 — two  further  bars  to  the  Egypt  Medal 
were  given — suakim  1885  and  tofrek.  A  considerable  number  of  ships  of  the 
Royal  Navy  took  part  in  these  actions  and  the  distribution  of  medals  and  bars  was:

An  action  was  fought  by  the  Egyptian  Army  at  tokar  on  the  19th  February, 
1891,  and  a  number  of  Officers  and  Seamen  from  H.M.S.  Dolphin  and  H.M.S. 
Sandfly  took  part.  No  British  medal  was  issued  for  this  action,  but  the  Khedive 
gave  an  undated  star  with  the  bar  tokar  1891  to  those  who  took  part,  who  were  not 
in  possession  of  the  Star  for  any  previous  action — those  in  possession  of  the  Star 
received  the  bar  only.  Authority  was  given  for  the  Khedive’s  Star  ribbon  to  be 
worn  by  the  British  recipients.

This  completes  the  Notes  concerning  the  medal  granted  for  Service  in  Egypt 
and  the  Sudan  between  the  years  1882  and  1889.  No  further  medals  were  issued 
for  services  of  the  Royal  Navy  on  these  coasts  until  Lord  Kitchener’s  Re-Conquest 
of  the  Sudan  in  1896-98.

Brown  had  arranged  a  wonderful  buffet  for  us  and  the 
manageress  of  the  Silver  Sword,  where  the  meeting  was 
held,  gave  us  perfect  service.  The  room  was  “  just 
right,”  the  refreshments  were  delicious,  the  company 
was  harmonious — in  fact  all  present  had  a  thoroughly 
enjoyable  evening. 

An  inter-Society  challenge  organized  by  the  President 
of  the  Coventry  Society  and  run  on  lines  somewhat 
similar  to  “  University  Challenge  ”  proved  very  success¬ 
ful  with  the  West  Midlands  winning  by  280  points  to  80. 
We  must  either  add  to  the  number  in  our  team  or  keep 
the  questions  away  from  “  Coins  of  Great  Britain,” 
for  the  West  Midland  Society  seems  to  know  all  the 
answers.

marks  each  give  the  meaning  of  “  z,”  “  dns  ”  and 
“  HYB.” 

The  evening  was  so  much  enjoyed  by  all  that  perhaps 
next  year  we  may  think  in  terms  of  a  combined  dinner 
when  members  (with  their  wives  and  sweethearts)  may 
get  to  know  each  other  even  better.  Would  any  other 
Society  care  to  come  to  Coventry  ? 

Hayes  (Middlesex)  and  District  Coin  Club. 

G.  C.  Haines  was  the  guest  speaker  at  the  February, 
1964,  meeting  and  had  chosen  for  his  subject:  “  Coins, 
their  place  in  history  and  art  ” — this  talk  was  well 
illustrated  throughout  with  coloured  projections. 

Commencing  with  the  earliest  Greek  issues,  the 
speaker  went  to  some  length  in  explaining  how  a  chrono¬ 
logical  sequence  of  certain  types  of  coins  could  be 
distinguished  by  minute  differences  in  the  design  and 
also  by  the  extent  of  die-wear  on  both  the  obverse  and 
reverse  sides. 

Passing  on  to  the  seven  periods  of  Greek  art,  he 
dealt  in  particular  with  the  period  of  the  4th  century  b.c., 
and  the  work  of  the  artists :  Kimon,  Euainetes  and 
Pheidias.  In  conclusion,  Mr.  Haines  gave  an  outline  of 
portraiture  upon  early  coins  and  stressed  the  importance 
and  historical  value  of  those  on  which  were  struck  the 
only  known  contemporary  portraits  of  certain  rulers  and 
in  some  cases  portraits  of  unknown-  rulers,  of  whom, 
history  has  not  any  record. 

At  the  Annual  General  Meeting  in  April,  the  Chair¬ 
man,  A.  Schroeder,  gave  a  satisfactory  account  of  the 
past  year’s  activities,  among  which  the  following  were 
worthy  of  especial  mention:  a  substantial  increase  in 
membership;  a  70%  attendance  at  the  monthly  meet¬ 
ings;  a  tidy  sum  of  cash  in  the  Club  funds  and  good 
fortune  in  the  number  of  visiting  speakers  of  numismatic 
reputation.

Num.  Soc.  of  Ireland — Northern  Branch.  The 

fourth  meeting  of  the  Northern  Branch  of  the  Numis¬ 
matic  Society  of  Ireland  was  held  in  the  library  of  the 
Ulster  Museum,  Belfast,  on  Friday,  8th  Aiay,  at  8  p.m. 
Twenty-two  members  attended  and  enjoyed  the  paper 
given  by  Stuart  Lane,  Secretary  of  the  Parent  Society  in 
Dublin,  on  the  Coinage  of  John  De  Courcy  who  con¬ 
quered  Ulster  in  the  late  12th  century.  The  speaker 
dealt  mainly  with  problems  concerning  the  weight  of  the 
Irish  coins  and  established  that  units  of  currency,  in  use 
here,  differed  from  the  sterling  penny  of  England  and 
Norway.  By  comparing  the  two  weight  systems,  i.e.  an 
Irish  system  based  on  wheat  and  an  English  system  based 
on  barley  corn,  and  by  equating  8  Irish  grains  with 
6  grains  Troy,  Mr.  Lane  was  able  to  offer  a  solution  to 
the  problem  of  the  “  profile  tohANNES  halfpence  ”  with 
an  average  weight  of  8.1  grains  and  the  unique  John  de 
Courcy  “  halfpenny  ”  of  8  grains  from  Lismahon, 
Co.  Down.  He  also  equated  the  Carrickfergus  and 
Downpatrick  “  farthings  ”  having  an  average  weight  of 
5.3  grains  with  the  fourth  of  an  Anglo-Saxon  penny 
(5.263  grains)  which  he  considered  near  enough  an 
English  farthing  for  convenience  of  trade. 

Mr.  Lane  divided  the  integration  of  Anglo-Irish 
Coinage  into  four  main  stages :  (1)  old  full  Irish  standard ; 
(2)  adapted  Irish-English  standard;  (3)  half  English 
standard;  (4)  full  English  standard.  In  the  discussion 
which  followed,  Michael  Dolley,  who  took  the  chair,  and 
W.  A.  Seaby,  expressed  their  own  views  as  to  where  de 
Courcy’s  coinage  fitted  into  the  general  pattern  of 
coinage  issued  between  1177  and  1215.  Dr.  T.  S. 
Agnew  showed  examples  of  the  Ormonde  coinage  of  the 
Civil  War.

ROMAN  BRONZE  COINS 

FROM  THE  LITTLE  ORME’S  HEAD  HOARD,  1873. 


This  important  hoard,  which  comprised 
over  5,000  specimens,  was  unearthed  whilst 
road  works  were  being  carried  out  in  the  pass 
between  the  Little  Orme’s  Head  and  Mynydd 
Pentre,  east  of  Llandudno.  The  coins  were 
contained  in  a  large  one-handled  jar  of  reddish 
pottery,  and  when  found  were  in  one  corroded 
mass.  However,  after  careful  cleaning  it  was 
revealed  that  most  of  the  pieces  were  in  a  very 
good  state  of  preservation,  the  bulk  of  them 
being  AL  2  and  AL  3  of  Constantine  the  Great, 
with  smaller  numbers  of  Licinius  I  and 
Maximinus  II,  and  a  few  specimens  of 
Maximianus,  Constantius  I,  Carausius  and 
Allectus.  The  mints  represented  were  Lon- 


dinium  (which  accounted  for  three-fifths  of 
the  entire  hoard),  Treveri,  Lugdunum, 
Arelate,  Roma  and  Ostia.  The  date  of  the 
concealment  of  the  hoard  was  probably  about 
A.D.  317:  it  could  not  have  been  much  later 
than  this,  as  there  were  no  coins  of  Crispus  or 
Constantine  II,  whilst  on  the  other  hand  the 
presence  of  a  number  of  late  Soli  Invicto 
Comiti  AL  3  pieces  of  very  small  module 
precludes  the  possibility  of  an  earlier  date. 

The  selection  of  coins  from  this  important 
hoard  offered  for  sale  here  is  made  from  a  lot 
of  about  750  pieces  which  we  purchased  last 
June  from  the  collection  of  the  late  Dr. 
Willoughby  Gardner.  Three  emperors  are 
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represented — Constantine  I,  Licinius  I  and 
Maximinus  II — and  the  mints  are  Londinium, 
Treveri  and  Lugdunum.  No  attempt  has  been 
made  here  to  arrange  the  mint-marks  in  a 
chronological  sequence,  but  the  AL  1  coins 
can  be  said  to  belong  to  a.d.  307,  the  A.  2  to 
the  period  a.d.  307-312.  and  the  A  3  to 
a.d.  312-317.

In  1907  another  hoard  was  unearthed  at 
Little  Orme’s  Head,  consisting  mostly  of 
antoniniani  of  the  British  Emperor  Carausius 
(a.d.  287-293).  There  were  originall}  about 
700  specimens  in  this  find,  but  many  were 
taken  by  souvenir  hunters  at  the  time  of  the 
discovery  and  the  late  Dr.  Willoughby 
Gardner  spent  many  years  attempting  to 
recover  as  many  of  the  missing  coins  as  he 
could.  In  1956  a  full  description  of  576  of 
them  was  published  in  the  Numismatic 
Chronical  (Sixth  Series,  Vol.  XVI),  and  in 
1958  we  purchased  the  424  specimens  from 
the  hoard  which  were  in  the  Willoughby 
Gardner  collection.  Most  of  these  have  now 
been  sold,  but  we  still  have  about  85  in  stock

EIGHTEENTH  CENTUR 

The  following  Political  Tokens  have  been 
listed  in  connection  with  the  unveiling  of  the 
statue  of  Thomas  Paine  at  Thetford  in  Norfolk, 
his  birthplace.  The  majority  of  these  tokens 
were  issued  by  Thomas  Spence,  the  Newcastle 
bookseller,  who  set  up  in  business  at  Little 
Turnstile,  Holborn,  London,  where  he  pub¬ 
lished  Paine’s  celebrated  book  “  The  Rights 
of  Man,”  for  which  he  was  imprisoned  under 
the  severe  anti-sedition  laws  of  the  time. 
Although  Spence  tokens  were  not  genuine 
traders’  tokens,  they  often  passed  as  token 
currency,  and  circuited  so  freely  they  even
